The sum puqiort- 
ing to be paid into the treasury by 
Mr. Allln on tho 11th inst. now 
stands to his credit on the books as the 
amount duo him for commissions — just 

■ where, a year ago, be asked it should 
be carried and whicii the finance minis- 
ter declined to do. A more huiniliat 
ing figure ihun that cut by the finance 

" minister throughout this whole business 
cuimol well be iinngined.

.5 n 'ary — a great deal more has been made 
of this matter than it was entitled to. 
But who caused tho bobbery? Dr. 
Johnson was dining once with a large 
company of ladies and gentlemen — 

■ amongst them a [)ert young fellow who 

• — had a grent deal more to say .than be- 

"fitted his years. This young fellow 
' importuned the doctor for a story, and 
at length moved liy constant pressure 
the doctor began: "There was once a 
man who went into a church to take a 
nap. His presence being detected he 
.o'w fled into tho belfry whence ho attempt- 
ed to escape by means of tho rope. His 

■ weight, however, set the boll in motion 

• iand when he reached tho ground ho 
was seized." The doctor here looked 
very hard at tho young man and con- 
tinued— "Confoundyou," cried tho poor

Editok Standard.— I was sori^y to see 
in your editorial columnq an article that 
has ft -tendency to sway tho public mind 
against tho steamer Western Slope. 

'Iha advantages of direct atoamer oom- 



munici'.tion between Victoria and Y'alo are 
so apparent that any statement likely to 
prevent it should not bo made until du- 
nionatratcd to be the truth. As the 
Weater.i Slope was built specially to with- 
stand tlio full sweep of tho. gales which 
are so frequent in the North Pacific, it is 
only rea.sonablo to supiioso that she is fit 
to cross a twenty mile gulf protected from 
ocean winds by Vancouver Island. 

The steamer Enterpri.se, without any 
compartnionts, has, for almost a genera- 
tion, been considered strong enough for 
f;ulf navigation ; on the face of it, thero- 
iforo, the Western Slope, with compart- 
ments, and more substantially built tliali 
the Enterprise, should be perfectly safe 
for running on tho same route. To say 
that "when supported on two wave.^ one 
at either end, she will beml down in the 
middle, and when borne on one wave in 
the centre slio will bond down at either 
end," ono must cither be extroinely pre- 
judiced or a seasick pnsstinger incapable 
of distinguishing botweou tlie motion of 
the water and the motion of the boat. 

On tho Atbantic tho most powerful 
ocean-going steamers in heavy seas have 
often to throw liundrcds of cattlo over- 
board. It is " a feather in tho cap " of 
tho Western Slojie that she carried so 
largo a cargo across the gulf to Victoria 
without tho lo?!3 of .T. single head, notwith- 
Btanding tho sti-ohgeat gale of tbi.s season 
was blowing.
